I am TRYING to get an S-line running that has been somewhat "hacked." 
Here's the problem...... 


The transmitter had a "non-standard" filter installed. In the process of 
cleaning all of that up, I found that the 1st Mixer wiring did not match the 
schematic........ the schematic shows a balanced mixer (both triodes being 
fed with each side of the mechanical filter output). The mixer is now being 
operated unbalanced. Whereas one side of the mechanical filter output went 
to each triode in the schematic, my transmitter has one side grounded. 


I would assume that this was done after assembly except that several solder 
joints at the mixer tube that would have to have been altered are red 
dotted. This leads me to believe that this may have been a factory 
modification.

Most xformers have a little bit of room left. You can usually wind a few 
turns on on the outside of the paper. While I wouldn't recommend that 
for a HV winding, it should work fine for the spkr winding. 


Don't know how many turns you should add, but it's probably not many. 
You could hook up the xformer in an impedance test lashup and wind it up 
to 8 ohms.

I'm just starting restoration of a Hallicrafters S20R I bought from the 
original owner. It hasn't worked for forty years and had no line cord. 
However, wiping off fifty years' worth of grime from the chasis shows it to 
be very clean, with no corrosion or mottling at all. The front panel is 
filthy but doesn't seem scratched anywhere and the knobs are also 
excellent. I'm crossing my fingers that the power transformer is okay. 


As is common on the old Hallicrafters, the dials are an ugly amber color, 
having become discolored over the decades by exposure to light. The plastic 
windows over the dials are likewise discolored. Anybody got any ideas on 
how to make replacement dials, or is it best just to live with these?

Hi, all! 


I recently got a Drake TR-4Cw. I've given it a quick check-out on CW 
and the output is fine, however --- 


The Vox delay pot is having little effect. The relay kicks out much too 
soon for CW, even at 20 WPM. Adjusting the pot makes SOME difference, 

but something is not right and I thought I'd ask you folks in case someone 
has been down this road before. The resistance of the pot itself is OK. 


Resistance measurements at V19, the vox relay amp, seem okay EXCEPT 
for the following pins: 


Pin 2 is 5.5 Meg (should be 4.5) 
Pin 7 is 400K (should be 620K) -- this goes to the VOX pot 
Pin 9 is 320K (should be 1.6 Meg!!!) 


The tube, a 6FQ7, tests ok on an emission tester. 
Any ideas? 


The other problem this rig has is the AM detection is distorted. Signals 
look fine on the S-meter, but it acts as if there's no AGC; audio is weak 
and distorted. Adjusting the RF gain makes no difference. 


Any help on either of these problems appreciated! It should be a nice 
rig once things are fixed. 


Oh, one last one: the KHz dial is spot on, but the 100s dial is about 1//4" too 
far counter-clockwise. On the R-4 series (up to the B) the dial could be slipped 
on the shaft, but this is the C-line style with the dual discs and gears. 

How can 

I adjust the 100s dial without making a mess of things? (I can live with it if 
it involves disassembling the small geartrain.)

Paint sticks are made just for this purpose. I have found some at 
hardware stores but suspect that someone who supplies the paint or 
electronics industry would be a better bet. 


The paint is like putty and can be rubbed in the engraving and then the 
excess wiped off with a soft, lint-free rag. If the engraving is very 
shallow, I find that a paper towel that has a very small (almost dry) 
amount of paint thinner on it will do a good job of removing the excess 
if you are very careful. 


Wish I could tell you exactly where to buy the stuff but mine was given 
to me years ago. A large electronics supply house might have it. I have 
both black and white but suspect it also comes in other colors.

Hi fellow glow-worms... 
Well, I found a 564B. Problem is, someone butchered it. GRrrrr. 


Apparantly, someone at Mayo clinic wanted some kind of remote control for 
it, so they stuck a homemade circuit board in there with about 12 wires 
going all over. 


I've managed to get the original Tek wires back in place, but am having a 
power supply problem. At power up, all the voltages are OK except the 
-12.2vdc. That comes up at about 10, increases to 10.4, then starts 
going down again. If I don't shut it off before then, it blows a to-39 
xsistor on the ps board. 12.2 bus appears normal (about 9 ohms to gnd. 
assume that's normal since flood gun filaments are on this bus. pulling 
wire that goes into back of crt raises bus to 450 ohms to gnd). 


First, if anyone has a 564B manual, I'd really appreciate the PS schem! 
If you have a scanner, would you be kind enough to Fax it to 612-331-3657 
? Thanks! (24hr fax). 


Second, although this is a rackmount, I presume it has the same PS board 
as a regular 564B. The board is marked D77. If you're familiar with it, 
please let me know. I'll probably be able to fix it with a schem, but 
you never know.... 


The embarassing part is that the scope did light up, sort of, when I 
received it, but had the oddest trace on it.... and no controls affected 
it. I believe due to the ‘addon'.

Hello, 
A few notes to the ongoing 564B repair... 


On the bottom board of the HV ps, there was a wire going from terminal K 
to the kludge add-on that I removed. I can't find any original tek wire 
hanging in the area. If you have the schem, what is connected to 'K' on 
the HVPS ? 


Second, the following terminals on the storage board are empty. One or 
two look like they might have had a wire plugged on them at one time: 


AC, AG, AK, AN C, E, J, U These are on the storage board. 


On the LVPS board, it is Q66 (a 40327) that is burning up. Q88 is also 
getting quite hot. By putting a heatsink on Q66, I kept it running long 
enough to see the crt light up again. It's partially flooded, but 
responding to the 'store' buttons on the front. I didn't leave it on any 
longer than that. 


While on, the +125 decreases slowly, to 118 by the time I shut it down. 
Also, the +300 started at 295, but was down to 260 by the time I powered 
off (about 30 seconds total). Something's definitely wrong here.... 


I think I should leave it be until I hear from one of you who has the 
schematic. Even if you can't fax it, if you can at least tell me what 
goes on the 'K' terminal, and whether any of the empty terminals listed 
above should have wires on them, that would be a great start. 


I can understand modifying an instrument, but I can't stomach 
someone hacking a Tek and not leaving the original wires in-place, taped 
off, and marked! Grrrrr.. 


Help! anyone who has the manual. I'm definitely willing to buy the 
manual if you have a spare, or copy and return it to you.

For all you boatanchorites who may have a meter with broken glass, here's 
a mistake to avoid.

disassembled, 


cleaned to get the glass chips out, then the glass was glued back together on 
a flat surface using superglue. That works fine, but one meter could not be 
taken apart. 


I tried to glue that meter's glass back together with it on the meter. That 
worked as far as the broken glass was concerned, but, what I didn't expect 
was the effect on the painted stuff inside the meter. The fumes of the 
superglue peeled the orange paint off the pointer and wrinkled the painted 
numbers on the scale. Definitely glad this was a junkbox meter!

> A good glass shop should be able to make you a new meter glass. You 
> will need to know the thickness (approx.) of the old glass and make a 
> template of the shape. 


One thing to keep in mind when searching for meter glass is that most glass shops 
can cut the 

shape for you, but they don't often carry the thin "1/16" glass that is often used 
for 

meters. I have found that a few of the old-fashioned "we carry it all" type 
hardware stores 

do have the thin glass but they aren't willing to cut anything to a shape that is 
other than 

rectangular. One could attempt to cut their own, which I have done on a couple of 
occasions 

with varying degrees of success. One trick that I did pick up was that of using a 
belt sander 

to get the final shape on the glass. This requires a fine abrasive, gloves, a 
steady hand, 

and a DUST MASK. Silicosis is an awful price to pay for a new dial glass.

I have a pair of National HRO-60s for trade for a high-end vintage or 
mid-line modern GC receiver. Units are the rackmount versions, and have 
matching speakers and a _full set_ of coils (A-J, plus the extra VHF AD 
and ADX) and dial scales. 

Receivers are in very good cosmetic condition, with only typical 
paint marring around rackmount ears and such. One speaker is the typical 
rackmount panel, but the other is the unusual coil storage 
cabinet/speaker combo. This configuration is not even listed in Raymond 
Moore's book on vintage receivers. Also, both sets have recently been 
serviced and fully aligned (including all coil sets) and matched. The 
only electronic flaw is that one receiver seems to have a lower 
sensitivity than the other, and this may be due to model differences; the 
chassis of each receiver are different, with one being shorter, and the 
other being longer and having both side shields and a pull-off chassis 
cover. This latter unit has also been fitted with a 455 kHz output. Both 
sets have the Xtal calibrator option, as well. Manual and schematics are 
included. 

It is unusual to find a pair of HROs in such condition with full 
coil sets and dial scales, plus these matching speakers. I'm sure they 
would be of interest to a vintage or National collector. However, I will 
not split up the coil sets or receivers and only intend to trade these as 
a package deal. 

I'm interested in trading for: Collins 5151, Drake DSR-1/2, R-7A, 
SW-8, Hammarlund SP-6003X (plus extra), JRC NRD-505/515/525, Kenwood 
R-5000, Lowe HF225/250, National HRO-500, Racal RA-71/6117, Yaesu FRG-100 
or similar GC receiver.

The Tri-Cities Hamfest was held today at the Gray Fairgrounds. It isa 
cooperative effort of the ham clubs in Bristol, Johnson City and Kingsport. 
This is a small one-day hamfest with only a few dealers of new gear (3 or 
4). Most selling is by individual hams. I try to never be very hopeful 
of what will show up, and I am rarely disappointed. :-( 


There were several sets of Drake Twins in poor to fair condition. Since 
I have these I did not bother to ask prices. No Collins rigs but a 516E1 
mobile power supply was $50. I did happen to see a few other items of 
interest, however. 


A pair of Tek 561 scopes in fair condition with plug-ins went for $5 each 
as I was walking up. I saw lots of cheap Knight, Heath, etc. TV 
alignment scopes with similar prices. Why buy one of these when you can 
still get a REAL scope? I saw one of the military 500 series of scopes 
made by Tek complete with the unusual lock-in plug-in with a price of $10. 


Continuing through the flea market, I saw a Hickok 539B in reasonable 
shape for $50. By the end of the day it was down to $40 and I am sure 
the guy would have taken a lot less. If I didn't already have a 539C and 
an even newer model still, I would have snatched this up. 


One fellow had a Boonton 260 Q-meter for $100 that looked in good shape. 
He was asking $100. There were several capacitance bridges and one 
Genrad VHF admittance bridge in the $100 range too. 


In the traditional ham gear market, I saw a HQ200 in moderate shape for 
$180, and an SP-600 in terrible shape with an obviously homebrew front panel 
for $85. There was a very good condition HT-37 that was immaculate 


outside with only a little dust inside. No price was listed. There was 
a Swan 500 that someone had priced at a ridiculous $500 too. 


For the military surplus hounds, I saw a TG-34A keyer in good condition 
with the cover containing the rewinder. Phil, its owner and an old friend 
of mine, had no tapes, however, and he was asking $25 for it. There were 
just one Command pair - both hacked up pretty badly. HOWEVER... there was 
an ART-13 sitting next to them that was in quite good shape. It had the 
original paper tuning chart and the black wrinkle paint was not too 
scratched up. The front panel was in very good condition with all knobs. 
He had a meter mounted in a blank plate where the low-frequency unit would 
have gone, and a fan mounted on the rear. I asked the owner to open it 
for me and it looked unmodified inside except for the lead that went from 
one antenna connection to what he said was the LF unit. He told me he had 
never made any of the typical ham mods and from what little I know of the 
ART-13, it looked original. By the end of the day, no one had even been 
interested but me (and I don't have room for another little project, much 
less a big ART-13). I asked the fellow if he was willing the crate the 
unit in wood and ship it and he said that would be fine with him as long 
as the buyer paid the shipping. I offered to write about it here and let 
anyone interested contact him directly. He is KB4DFK, James Ringley, and 
he said his email address is

In the parts category, there were a few folks with boxes of tubes, lots of 
low voltage capacitors, etc. But there were a few goodies too. I bought 
five Collins 455 kHz mechanical filters for $10, a local oscillator out of 
some military gear with the rare little pencil tube (5876?) that goes in 
my HP-608D signal generator for $5, some nice transmitting variables for 
$5, two monster ceramic coil forms for $5, and [Stan Griffiths and Hank 
van Cleef take note!] found a fellow selling 1N929 Esaki diodes. He said 
they were suitable for replacing the trigger diodes in older Tek scopes. 

I bought 10 as part of a large lot of items, and I may have been taken, 
but if these really are tunnel diodes, they are mighty RARE.

In conclusion, my prediction was fairly accurate - not too much in bargain 
boatanchor gear.

Hi, 


Be aware that each tunnel diode part number has a specified operating point, and 
that the circuit is designed for that specific part number. In other words, if 
your trigger circuit is designed for a 10ma diode, a 2ma is not going to work. 
The circuit will just keep it biased on all the time. 


You could modify the circuit to work at the different current, but it might be 
tricky to do so without screwing up the impedance levels, control ranges, etc.. 


I'm not sure if 1N929 is a tunnel diode or not, but it sounds familiar. I have an 
old GE tunnel diode data book around here somewhere.... Well, when I dig it up, 
I'll post the info if it's in there. 


By the way Barry, I too am interested in getting some tunnel diodes. Could you 
pass on that guys email or phone number to me? Thanks!
